eſs, and to enlighten, quicken, ſanctify, dwell in, 
and govern them by his ALwicnTy SypiRiT ; and 
there to wait till they find a new and mighty Lite 
and Power come into their Souls, enabling them to 
embrace, truſt in and love this divine ReDzEMER, 
rejoice wich Satisfaction in Him, and perform eve- 
Kind of Duty both to Gop and Man with 
Pleaſure, and with quite another Frame and "rb 
than before. 
Such great and ſudden Turns as theſe are as evi- 
dent Demonſtration as we can poſſibly conceive of 
the Truth of the inſpired Scriptures, and in particular | 
of thoſe Scripture Doctrines, of the ſovereign, and 
viklorious Grace of CHRIST, receiv'd and taught . 
among us: We ſee with our Eye, that when he 
rideth forth on the Word of Truth conquering 
and to conquer, his right Hand teaches Terrible 
Things. He makes his Arrows fo ſharp and 
piercing in the Hearts of his ſtouteſt Enemies, as 
_ oblige them to fall down under him ; and when the 
Day of his Power comes on any People, He makes 
55 the moſt obſtinate to be molt gladly Wine and obe- 
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dient to Him. And theſe Principles of Grace, and 


theſe Yorks of Gop do molt invincibly confirm each 
other. 

And tho? it bmi be own'd with Sorrow, chat "I 
few who ſee theſe wondrous Works continue uncon- 
vinced, yet this 1s no more ſtrange than that ſome 
of the moſt learned and religious Men, as were the 
Scribes, and Phariſees, who ſaw the wondrous Works 
of CHRIST on Earth, yet continued unconvinced 
that they were the Works of God, yea purſued 
Him with unrelenting Enmity and Violence. How- 
ever, *tis a reviving Conſolation to us, that as this 
Work ſurprizingly goes on from Town to Town, it 
goes on more and more to ſilence the moſt fierce Op- 
poſers: Though mighty Oppoſitions riſe at firſt, it 
bears them down before it, and our more mighty 


SAVIOUR ſeems reſolv'd to go on ſtill from N | 


ing to conquer. 


In vain do its remaining Rd attempt to brand 
it with the Name Enthuf jaſm. For this is like the 


Gentile Romans branding the Jewiſh Religion with the 


hated Name of Superſtition ; and if this Work is truly 


Enthufiaſm, then we have been wholly miſtaken in 


the Meaning of the Word: and what the ey call Enthu- 
Gor, molt. 


ſiaſin, is a glorious and bleſſed Work 
powerfully and ſuddenly changing the very Hearts 
and Lives of Men; making them in a great De- 


gree like to CHRIST in Love, and Righteouineſs, 
and Holineſs, and Meekneſs, and Humility ; filling 


- their Hearts with FP Joy, and their Mouths with 


Praiſes. 
But we muſt remit the remaining Oppoſers to the 
Law, and Teſtimony, of Gop Himſelf in the inſpired 


Oracles; as our Rev. and dear Brother the Author of 


the following valuable Sermon does. And we are 
glad on this Occaſion to join our Teſtimony with
